The meeting is being held on 
the first Monday after Student 
Count Day (September 28) to give 
administrators a chance to calcu- 
late the amount of revenue that 
the district will receive from the 
State of Michiganin per-pupil funds. 

"We will know our State fund- 
ing level and Student Count Day 
numbers by October 3, and will be 
able to present an accurate as- 
sessment of the district's financial 
status at this meeting," explained 
Carr. "We hope to receive at least 
the same State funding as the past 
three years, and possibly more, 
but State revenues went down in 
July. We just have to wait and see 
exactly what the Legislature will 
decide to do with school funding 
for the 2005-2006 school year."

grade levels," he added. "This was a 
very time-consuming task,.and | am 
really happy that we had so many staff 
members volunteer to give up two weeks 
of their vacation to work on the project."

'Adequate Yearly Progress' 
for each elementary school will now be 
determined by averaging third- through 
fifth-grade scores, and the middle school 
results will be attained by averaging the 
sixth- through eighth-grade scores. 

"We will do the very best we can to 
prepare our students for these rigorous 
new challenges," he concluded.
